was with zeal that Paula Gold threw 
down the gauntlet late last year, creating 
siege mentality within the state’s auto 
dealerships and repair shops. What she 
did was publish detailed regulations cov- 
ering almost every aspect the rela- 
tionship between this community and the 
consumers Massachusetts who buy cars 
new and used and attempt keep 
them running. 

Advertising, warranties and contracts 
the underpinning the auto market- 
place and the number one source con- 
sumer complaints were brought 
under control. 

Reaction from the industry was pre- 
dictable and swift. Operating through the 
Massachusetts State Auto Dealers Asso- 
ciation (MSADA), which represents 
almost all the 650 large auto deal- 
ers the state, the industry mobilized 
fight the regulations, both the 
and through public relations. 

Attorneys for MSADA obtained 
temporary restraining order from Su- 
preme Judicial Court Justice Paul Lia- 
January 28, blocking imple- 
mentation the regulations. But two 
weeks later, another Supreme Court 
Judge, Robert Braucher, lifted this order 
pending full hearing the merits the 
case later this year and final deter- 
mination the legality what Gold had 
done. 

MSADA, having for years blocked at- 
tempts similar regulation the 
Massachusetts legislature, now digging 
for confrontation with the office 
torney General Frank Bellotti, or, more 
specifically, with the AG’s Consumer Pro- 
tection chief, who has done what the legis- 
lature would not do. 

Gold’s action drafting and promul- 
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gating the regulations, claimed MSADA 
complaint the Supreme Court, was 
“arbitrary, discriminatory, unworkable, 
and would, moreover, cause 
harm” the industry. 

The object this ire, ironically, 34- 
year-old attorney and political neophyte 
who didn’t even have driver’s license 
until year ago, who her own ad- 
mission even open the hood 
and who claims hopelessly lost 
defending her own rights con- 
sumer.

Paula Gold burst upon the scene 

1973. was the year she almost became 


judge, following the footsteps her fa- 


ther, New York City attorney and 
government counsel who late life joined 
the state bench. 

Having attended Boston University and 
Boston College Law School emigree 
from New York’s Upper East Side, Gold 
had embarked career activist 
lawyer Dorchester for the Boston Legal 
Assistance Project.

Whatever happened the Peace Corps? 


Idealism hits the comeback trail

Forget the obituaries: the Peace Corps 
appears alive and well record coun- 


_tries around the world, and seems 


enjoying renewed confidence and popu- 
larity both home and abroad. Host 
countries are now requesting about 
percent more volunteers than the agency 
can provide its $80-million budget for 
1977. 

John Kennedy created the Peace Corps 
executive order 1961, and existed 
independent agency until 1971, 
when became part ACTION. Since 
the first volunteers were sent Ghana 
June 1961, more than 65,000 Ameri- 
cans have served two-year terms devel- 
oping countries. 

But the road has not always been 
smooth for the Peace Corps. Volunteer 
strength peaked 1966 15,556, with 
the vast majority coming from general 
liberal arts backgrounds. Disillu- 
sionment was its peak 1970, when 
many volunteers were openly protesting 
the Nixon administration’s policies 
Southeast Asia. that year, appli- 
cations had fallen percent and one- 
third those abroad were quitting before 
the end their two-year stints. One 
volunteer was quoted saying, began 
feel like were just window-dressing 
the American foreign policy.” Some 
political scientists were searching for links 
between the CIA and the Peace Corps, 
promoting the view that Peace Corps 
Volunteers (PCVs) were nothing more 
than the smiling, wide-eyed puppets 
Pax Americana. This loss credibility 
caused the ouster Corps recruiters from 
many college campuses; the same time, 
several countries threw out the volunteers 
well the CIA. 

The Corps’s return places such 
Peru, and several college campuses, 
marked the beginning the renewed 
confidence that enjoys today. Yet the 
Peace Corps, making its comeback, has

During the presidential campaign last 
year, candidate Walter Mondale 
charged that the Corps was longer 
idealistic, and blamed this 
bureaucrats” who had converted into 
“technical Mondale was urging 
return the crusading spirit the early 
(There is, perhaps unfortunately, too 
much negative national experience under 
our collective belt for his nostalgia 
anything but that.)

The bill currently receiving the most 
attention was introduced Congress- 
man Andrew Young, who now 
Ambassador the UN. Senator Alan 
Cranston Rhode Island introduced the 
bill the Senate; and according 
Babette Polzer, who works Cranston’s 
staff, some compromise will have 
reached between and other bills intro- 
duced. 

Briefly, the bill would create national 
organization with local councils esta- 
blished for areas 250,000 people. The 
program would voluntary and would 
place candidates aged various 
local organizations and private enter- 
prise. Volunteers would work for year 
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two service capacity (as paramedics, 
say, with environmental agencies), 
private on-the-job training appren- 
ticeship programs. The system would 
entirely supported federal funding and 
would aimed low-income and dis- 
advantaged youth. 

Credit for this model has been claimed 
tion ideas proposed over many years. 
Peter Edelman, director New York’s 
State Division for Youth, influenced the 
Young bill, but Donald Eberly 
ACTION, who presented plan for na- 
tional youth service the Hyde Park 
Conference National Service last 
spring, the recipient most the ap- 
plause Capitol Hill. Eberly has been 
proponent universal youth service since 
the 50s, but his activisim could easily 
mistaken bid ACTION gain 
control any such organization. 

One the chief criticisms the idea 
universal service focuses the possibil- 
ity that would compulsory, like mil- 
itary conscription. According the Nat- 
ional Interreligious Service Board for 
Conscientious Objectors, one the or- 
ganizations most involved the debate, 
both Eberly and Young actually favor 
compulsory program. But they realize 
that such position politically unreal- 


istic this time and thus support vol- 


untary program the best way get 
something started. 

Should the program become compul- 
sory, might established along differ- 
ent lines. Once person called for ser- 
vice, she could given choice 
among military service, civilian service 
domestic structure such Vista, 
service the Peace Corps. 

Wayne Judkins, New England regional 
director the Peace Corps, says that al- 
though such might increase in- 
terest the Corps, would be- 
cause people feared military service, 
which would diminish the idealism the 
Corps. real hope,” said, that 
such program would offer applicants 
wide choice programs voluntary 


Kathy Healy, the Corps’s com- 
manager for New England, 
expressed much the same idea, adding 
that the Peace Corps would always have 
more than its share applicants. 
something glamorous about the Peace 
Corps, about going overseas, that other 
service organization can offer.” 

Unfortunately, until recently, many 
Peace Corps applicants were turned away 
because they did not possess the skills 
sought the organization and host 
countries. During the Corps’s first dec- 
ade, more than half the PCVs were gen- 
eralists. Liberal-arts students were re- 
cruited the thousands those early 
years teach English, build roads and 
libraries, and part more gen- 
eral cultural exchange. Now, host gov- 
ernments aren’t willing accept “gen- 
During the Nixon years, ac- 
cording Healy, “the host countries got 
lot pickier.” Liberia, for example, 
requesting people trained library 
science, rather than those strong enough 
build libraries. Other nations are re- 
questing urban planners and civil engin- 
eers, rather than those simply willing 
cut road through the forest with ma- 
chete.

Voices disputes this con- 
spiracy theory far 
oughly than its proponents have 
made their case. The book does 
this with evidence believable 
descriptions the lives and 
ideas that impelled this band 
warriors and also with sen- 
sitive portrait Donald De- 
Freeze, the man the SLA 
anointed its Field Marshal. 
convert Cinque, “Cin” 
called himself, into the agent 
sophisticated secret apparatus, 
transform him from one- 
time petty informant into 
super-agent provocateur, 
credit the police with too much 
imagination. The case for con- 
spiracy, I’m afraid, too cir- 
cumstantial; the reality bad 
enough. 

The problem with Voices 
that its authors blame the left for 
having fathered its aberration.

Jerome Cooper, Leroy Jenkins and 


The Revolutionary Ensemble renews the new music

“That old jazz cliche play the 
melody, solo the chord changes, then 
take says Jerome Cooper, 
drummer and occasional pianist for the 
Revolutionary Ensemble. “But then you 
haven’t really made use each indivi- 
dual player and all the colors that are 
happening. write melody, then ex- 
pand elaborate; the colors become the 
chord changes.

Many jazz musicians talk good game 
when comes freedom and creativity, 
but one has put these precepts into 
practice more successfully than the mem- 
bers the six-year-old Revolutionary En- 
semble. Cooper, Jenkins and bassist and 
sometime trombonist Sirone improvise 
with passionate intensity, thematic logic 
and perfect instrumental balance which 
have established them the premier jazz 
ensemble the decade. Prior the trio’s 
first Boston appearance (on Saturday, 
March Morse Auditorium) 
they spoke about their music the West 
Village loft Roberta Garrison, widow 
Jimmy Garrison, whose bass stood 
shrouded one corner the bright and 
spacious room that the Ensemble’s new 


rehearsal studio. The room seemed 
evoke the kind animated dialogue, in- 
timate revelation and occasional diver- 
gence opinion one hears the Ensem- 
ble’s music. 

True its name, the Revolutionary 
Ensemble presents rare example crea- 
tive synthesis for students the dialecti- 
cal process. The thesis was clear enough:

But simply reject familiar har- 
mony, 4/4 time and conservatory intona- 
tion was not enough. The host New 
York avant-garde saxophonists which sur- 
rounded John Coltrane years ago had 
attacked convention with admirable fer- 
vor but rarely moved beyond old con- 
cepts solos with rhythm accompani- 
ment; and New York’s competitive, 
every-player-for-himself 
mately destroyed many new musicians. 
Sirone, now 36, was part the New York 
scene the time, working with Marion 
Brown and others under the name Norris 
Jones. “After Trane ascended the planet 
{in 1967], stagnation seemed set in: 
deep moaning, horror scene. The spirit, 
the drive left the Conditions were 
bad enough to. force Sirone into tem- 
porary retirement.

WIZARDS. Written, pro- 
duced and directed Ralph 
Bakshi.

would churlish sug- 
gest there’s hope for adult fea- 
ture-length animation, but 
Ralph Bakshi embodies the 
promise, don’t hold your 
breath. It’s not that Bakshi can’t 
draw: his clean lines, richly tex- 
tured backgrounds and fine eye 
for detail. confirm him the 
rightful heir the Disney 
mantle. Having shunned the 
“family route 
inventing the X-rated cartoon 
feature and limning street-wise 
ghetto visions, Bakshi has now 
turned his attention the less 
scabrous realm sword-and- 
sorcery. Wizards, his new film, 
futuristic, post-holocaust fan- 
tasy full kindly magicians, 
pointy-eared elves and mes- 
meric sorcerers figures made 
almost too familiar the likes 
George MacDonald and 
J.R.R. Tolkien (whose Lord 
the Rings Bakshi’s next pro- 
ject). 


It’s too bad that Bakshi 


avoided whatever changes might 
have been rung field al- 
ready bedeviled self-imi- 
tation. Not surprisingly, his plot 
involves Quest, undertaken 
here the Spock-eared elf Wee- 
hawken, the half-fairy maiden 
Elinore and the gnomish Ava- 
tar, affable sorcerer who talks 
like Peter Falk. They are off 
see (and in) the wizard 
Black Wolf, Avatar’s wicked 
brother, who threatening the 
magic-ruled world the future 
with the specters war and 
technology, banned millennia 
before. But one can’t help won- 
dering about the uses this 
film’s enchantment. Wizards 
aimed children, its 
treacly script and simple- 
minded plot suggest, why all the 
intimations sex and violence?

Nothing 
made the implication that 
movies are implements evil (it 
Black projector that 
Avatar determined de- 
stroy). And Bakshi has some- 
thing say about the Third 


audience. When his movies after 
Weekend (1968) proved stupe- 
fyingly talky, didactic, and repe- 
titious, his earlier efforts vir- 
tually disappeared from public 
view. Now only the few enthusi- 
asts who reveled his films 
when they first reached the Uni- 
ted States remember that Go- 
dard’s first features made 
the impressive body 
work (save possibly Bergman’s) 
emerge from the European 
film renaissance the 1960s.

Wizards not without its 
moments. Some the cartoon 
images are lovely, and Bakshi

ments. His use footage, 
the other hand, bizarre. 
shows mainly the Nazi 
movies and solarized snippets 
from Alexander 
Olivier’s Henry and 
Endfield’s Zulu, all em- 
ployed depict Black 
baleful armies the march. 
And that’s probably the most 
original idea Wizards puts forth. 
For this movie’s scheme, 
isn’t really the Nazis who cul- 
tivate evil. It’s animation’s own 
old enemy live film.

Minimalism longer enough 


Fritz Buehner embraces the subjective

Fritz Buehner’s sculptures and 
drawings, view until April 
Atlantic Art (727 Atlantic 
Avenue near South Station), 
more than derive from “mini- 
mal” art: they embody critical 
attitude toward it. One reason 
“minimal” art got called 
fort strip the art object 
many extraneous 
possible. Artists like Sol LeWitt, 
Robert Morris and Carl Andre 
used unambiguous materials 
and procedures make their 
work “objective” possible. 
The crisp, unexpressive geo- 
metry LeWitt and Andre’s 
sculptures allays the ambiguity 
the subjectivity seeing. 

When you look flat grid 
metal plates open cube 
regular steel units, you feel 
doubt that other people see there 
just what you do, whatever they 
may understand it. (Until the 
late 19th century, the geometry 
perspective served similar 
function painting. When you 
remember that Cubism deci- 
sively dismantled perspective 
conventions, the reminiscence 
Cubist form Buehner’s sculp- 
tures seems entirely relevant.) 
sculpture like 
LeWitt’s and Andre’s equates 
clear vision one’s own part 
with clear sense what others 
see. these artists, special 
techniques and expressive quali- 
ties result mystification art 
that better than the dis- 
honesties that make pretension 
and intimidation seem ex- 
pedient ways relating 
people. short, the objectivity 
art objects beto- 
kens some sort ethical atti- 


tude toward the relations among 
people who see those objects. 
Accepting the aesthetics 
straightforward materials and 
procedures, Fritz Buehner 
makes sculptures that surpass 
that attitude and criticize it. His 
works present shower 
aspects that change with every 
step you move around them. 


Yet his sculpture completely 


intelligible and readable the 
result few operations re- 
peated many times. His mater- 
ial unfinished lumber, the 
basic unit construction poly- 
gonal many sides (10 
one work, the other).

Two current photography 
shows, representing 19th- and 
20th-century work, respectively, 
point out the art’s spiral, over 
little more than century, from 
the seen the unseen, from the 
tangible the intangible. Not 
that this has been the course 
all photography, but does 
seem the general drift. 

Nineteenth-century photog- 
raphers were, for the most part, 
realists. They dealt with what 
was plain sight. they weren’t 
portraitists, very often they were 
adventurous surveyors who trav- 
eled extensively and recorded 
the wonders the world. Early 
on, the Boston Public Libray be- 
came repository for photo- 
graphs with documentary value. 
Images were collected from all 


over the globe; Boston, after all, 


was active seaport and 
financial “19th-Century 
Field Photography,” images 
selected and arranged Be- 
linda Rathbone, offers 
triguing glimpse the BPL’s 
collection. The display the 
Wiggin Gallery surveys the work 
their less familiar foreign 
temporaries. There are, for in- 
stance, well-preserved Egyptian 
scenes Francis Frith, En- 
glishman best known for his 
enter- 
prise. His views. Luxor have 
been compared what Walker 
Evans did California 100 years 
later though that may 
stretching things bit. 

Also included are some grand 
architectura! renderings such 
the Frenchman Adolphe Braun’s 
photograph (taken around 1870) 
Milan’s cathe- 


dral, and Brogi’s classic view 
the Piazza del Duomo Pisa. 
The BPL’s collection particu- 
larly strong images depicting 
the settling the American 
West. Most impressive are the 
large-format landscapes Wil- 
liam Henry Jackson, Timothy 
O’Sullivan, Alexander Gardner 
and Carlton Watkins (whose 
images Yosemite Valley 
helped convince Congress 
establish Yosemite National 
Park). Some the most pleas- 
ing pictures the show are 
anonymous photographers: 
faded oval print the Ponte 
Lugano and Tomb Plantus; 
charming river scene taken near 
Rome before 1890; bizarre sight 
long camel train stretched 
languidly across otherwise 
Australian plain. 

One caveat: the Wiggin Gal- 
lery atrociously lit, and this 
particularly upsetting because 
these exceptional vintage prints 
feature fine detail and subtle dis- 
tinctions tone.

Considered individually, 
several Hall’s scenic treat- 
ments are eccentric but shrewd.
